BUCKLIN, 
KAN.— The City abandoned 
its municipal electric light plant in Decem­ 
ber, 19 f5, deciding by a five to one vote at a 
popular election to buy current from a p ri­ 
vate corporation.. 
The operating ex penses 
and cost of repairs, not to speak of the fix ed 
charges of the city ’s plant, ex ceeded the in­ 
come and at th a t gave service only part* of 
the night. 
The burden became unbearable 
to the tax pay ers. 


KANSAS CITY, KANS.— The municipal 
electric iight plant in 19 15 showed a deficit 
ranging upw ards of $50,000. 
It had bonds 
sold and outstanding to the am ount if $9 63, 
000, drawing interest a t I 1.2 per cent, wdth 
a sinking fund of I per cent and its deprecia­ 
tion rate of I per cent was fix ed, as the other 
rates were, by the sta te law. 
Its total a n­ 
nual interest charge, therefore, was $43,335. 
of which the plant 
from its earnings 
paid 
$32,9 37; sinking fund $38,520, of which the 
plain paid $24,500, sloughing off the differ 
ences onto the tax pay er. 
Its ^iwn official 
records also show the* plant 
actually 
paid 
nothing tor depreciation from its earnings 
and allowed nothing for displaced tax es, al 
though the total tax rate in eight y ears of 
municipal ownership, w ater and light, rose 
from $1.50 to $1.9 7 per $100.. On the book^s 
for 19 13 appeared two items under “ miscel­ 
laneous” of 83,336 and $5,066, which actual­ 
ly were paid for dam age claims against the 
plant, but paid, not from the plant’s earnings, 
but general tax ation.

cording to the 
report of J. M. McTaggart, 
expert accountant of Kansas City, who was 
engaged to investigate the records.

said; 
“Owing to the incomplete conditions of the 
records, we were unable lo obtain the neces­ 
sary data as acurately as is usually available 
rn accounts oi private ownerships, 
where 
efficiency in every department is absolutely 
essentia! to their very existence.” 


BUCKLIN, 
KAN.—The City abandoned 
its municipal electric light plant in Decem­ 
ber, 19J5, deciding by a five to one vote at a 
popular election to buy current from a pri­ 
vate corporation. 
The operating expenses 
and cost of r e p a ir s , not to speak of the fixed 
charges of the city’s plant, exceeded the in­ 
come and at that gave service only part* of 
the night. 
The burden became unbearable 
to the taxpayers. 


KANSAS CITY, HANS.—The municipal 
electric iight plant in 1915 showed a deficit 
ranging upwards of $.50,000. 
It had bonds 
sold and outstanding to the amount ti $96.2, 
OOO, drawing interest at I 1.2 per cent, with 
a sinking fund of I per cent and its deprecia­ 
tion rate cl I per cent was fixed, as the other 
rates w ere , by the state law. 
Its total an­ 
nual interest charge, therefore, was $43,335. 
of which the plant 
from its earnings 
paid 
$32,937; sinking fund $38,520, of which the 
plant paid $24,500, sloughing off the differ 
onces onto the taxpayer, 
its Imn official 
records also show the plant 
actually 
paid 
nothing tor depreciation from its earnings 
and allowed nothing for displaced taxes, a1 
though the total tax rate in eight years of 
municipal ownership, water and light, rose 
from SI.50 to $1.97 per $100.. On the booly 
for 1913 appeared two items under “miscel­ 
laneous” of $3,336 aud $5,066, which actual­ 
ly were paid for damage claims against the 
plant, but paid, not from the plant’s earnings, 
but general taxation.
